GUARANTEE.  We  take  greatest  care  in  having  all  stock  true  to  name, 
but  should  an  error  occur  we  agree  upon  proper  proof  of  such  to  replace  or 
refund  purchase  price  but  cannot  be  held  further  responsible.  Our  stock 
is  in  healthy  condition  at  time  of  delivery,  but  on  the  basis  of  our  prices  we 
cannot  guarantee  stock  to  grow.  There  are  so  many  factions  entering  in 
the  welfare  of  the  tree  that  under  the  circumstances  it  is  impossible  for  us 
to  assume  this  risk.  All  claims  for  shortages,  errors,  etc.,  must  be  made 
within  ten  days  after  receipt  of  stock.  After  this  period  no  claims  can  be 
allowed. 

PLANT  CAREFULLY.  Dig  the  hole  twice  as  large  as  the  diameter  of 
the  root  system  and  have  plenty  of  loose  soil  in  the  bottom.  Dip  the  roots 
in  a thick  mud  bath  before  planting  so  that  the  roots  will  have  a thick  coat 
of  mud  covering  them.  Further  than  this  use  no  water  in  planting  but  see 
to  it  that  the  soil  is  well  packed  about  the  roots.  Afterwards  in  midsummer 
drouths  it  is  better  to  place  a thick  mulch  around  the  tree  in  preference  to 
watering.  This  will  hold  the  moisture  in  the  soil  around  the  tree,  but  of 
course  should  be  done  before  the  tree  commences  to  suffer  from  the  drouth.
